7. (Origiiial) The theft deterrent backpack according to claim 1 , wherein the releasable securing 
device is a zipper chain.

(Original) The theft deterrent baclcpack according to claim 1 , wherein the releasable 
securing device is adapted to extend sufficiently along the back panel of the backpack so that the 
terminating erid rests against a wearer's body when worn.

a plurality of panels attached to one another forming a main compartment of the 
backpack, the plural panels including a back panel with at l e oat ono two shoulder etifap straps 
each attached a»4 at both ends to the back panel and the plural panels fiirther including a second 
panel, other than the back panel; and 

a single substatitiaHv linear zipper chain for accessing the main compartment of the 
backpack^ the zipper chain having a beginning end and a terminaling end, the zipper chain being 
disposed so that the terminating end is disposed on the back panel and the beginning end is 
disposed on the second panel. 

13. (Original) The theft deterrent backpack in accoidan.ce with claim 12, wherein the second 
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panel is a front panel. 

14. (Previously Presented) The theft detenent backpack accoiding to claim 13, iTs^erein the 
backpack furtfa^ includes a side panel and the zipper chain extends across at least a portion of 
the side panel. 

15. (Previously Presented) The theft deterrent backpack according to claim 13, wherein the 
backpack ftuthcr includes a bottom panel and the zipper chain extends across at least a portion of 
the bottom panel. 

16. (Original) The theft deteixent backpack in accordance with claun 12, wherein the second 
panel is a side panel.

20- (Original) The theft deteixent backpack according to claim 12, wherein the zipper chain 
extends at least substantially halfway along the back panel of the backpack when the backpack is 
held substantially upright. 

21. (Original) The theft deterrent backpack according to claim 12, wherein the zipper chain is 
adapted to extend sufficiently down the back panel of the backpack so that the terminating end 
rests against a wearer's body when wom. 
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22. (Currently Amended) A theft detetrent baclqjack comprising: 

a main compartment of the backpack formed by a plurality of panels attached to one 
another, the plural panels including at least a front pan e l and ^ back panel with at least one 
shoulder strap attached ^i^eta at both ends to the b^k panel and the plural panels further 
including a second panel, other than the back panel: and 

a single substantially linear r eleasable securing device for accessing the main 
compartment of the backpack, the releasable securing device e xtending along at Icaat tv ^ ^o of tho 
plural pan e ls having a beginning end and a terminating end, the terminating end being disposed 
on the back panel and the beginning end being disposed on the second panel
